W ILMINGTON, the city of industries, is situated in New Castle 
County, state of Delaware. It is midway between New York 
and Washington, on the direct line of the Pennsylvania Railroad, twenty-five 
miles from Philadelphia. Being on tide-water on the Delaware River, with 
the navigable rivers Christiana and Brandywine affording the finest of land¬ 
locked harbors, with ten miles of water frontage for industries, and with three 
great railway lines—Pennsylvania, Baltimore & Ohio and Reading—supplying 
unsurpassed transportation facilities, it should be no surprise that the city is 
becoming a town of great industries. 

The decision of the Otto Gas Engine Works to leave Philadelphia and 
erect its immense plant in Wilmington, where low price land has been secured 
for their tide-water site, is but the beginning of a movement of industries from 
the congested large cities towards Wilmington. Many other industries have 
recently located here, and others are contemplating doing so. Millions of 
dollars are being spent in building operations, and it is now thought the 80,000 
population of the city will be doubled within ten years. 

The proposed construction of a ship canal by the National Government 
to connect Delaware River and Chesapeake Bay will tend to industrialize 
all of Delaware. Wilmington will be greatly benefited by thus permitting 
the 8,000 registered boats on the Chesapeake to come into the Delaware, 
multiplying commerce and greatly adding to the transportation facilities. 
There are 1 5,000,000 people within one hundred and twenty-five miles 
of Wilmington, furnishing unrivalled markets which can largely be reached 
by both rail and water. The foreign markets can be all reached from the 
docks of this city. Congress has appropriated money for a harbor channel 
twenty-one feet in depth, and the work has been mostly done. The docks 
of Philadelphia and Baltimore can be reached from Wilmington by water for 
less expense than from the suburbs of those cities, making this city the 
proper location for industries doing business in those places. 

The labor market of Wilmington is satisfactory, it is a healthful place to 
live, the people are hospitable and thrifty, and no city in the country offers 
so many natural advantages which an industry wants. The Board of Trade 
includes most of the commercial and business men of the city and is active in 
everything which will attract sound industries and help the growth and pros¬ 
perity of the city and state.
